Tlu« Widow of a Famous Grticrttl Who 
Nt‘*-ded Money to I » re** Well. 
Some y ears ago the widow of u fa­ 
mous Union general was intimate with 
the wife and daughters of a justice of 
the supreme court and was as familiar 
with their home as with 
her own, 
which was in the immediate neighbor­ 
hood. 
She was also intimate with the 
family of a prominent and popular lob­ 
by ist, who was supposed to represent 
Jay Gould, G. 1*. Huntington and other 
men of large interests whenever any ­ 
thing concerned them in congress. 
All 
the parties are now dead, ex cept the 
lady in the case, whom I will call Mrs. 
Smith. She was a handsome, ambitious 
and frivolous woman, whose husband 
committed suicide by drowning himself 
m his bathtub. 
She lived a gay life 
afterward, but managed to keep many 
of her old friends 
Knowing her love 
of money and the fact that In r income 
did not k eep pace with her ex p en ses, 
the lobby ist told her that he would g ive 
h er s 16,000 if she could get him a copy 
t the opinion which the justice was 
ex pected to deliver 
in the supreme 
ei urt On the following Monday , involv­ 
ing the constitutionality of the Thur­ 
man Pacific railroad law. 
He told her 
that he knew the opinion was in manu­ 
script and believed that the judge had 
it locked up in the desk in his library . 
¡Sunday morning, as soon as she saw 
the justice and his family start for 
church, she went across the street, 
around Thomas circle, rang the bell and 
told the servant that she wanted to look 
at a book in the justice’s library . 
As 
-he was accustomed to go about the 
house almost daily they thought noth­ 
ing of it, and she was allowed to re­ 
main undisturbed in tin* same room 
with the decision for nearly two hours. 
It is supposed that she had a set of false 
k ey s, for the just it*«* said that the opin­ 
ion was locked up in his desk and could 
not have been reached otherwise. 
But 
at any rate the lobby ist is known to 
have obtained the opinion in advance, 
and the \\ man was shortly after able 
to pay off some pressing obligations. An 
investigation disclosed the tacts 1 have 
stated, and it seemed to be the only 
possible way the opinion could have 
been obtained. 
< >f course the incident 
terminated relations between the two 
families, and when the story got out 
about town Mrs. Sn ith found it more 
Comfortable to rent her Washington resi­ 
dence and remove to New York.— Chi­ 
cago Record.

“ Very few* people outside the trade, ” 
said a leading wholesale dealer in hand­ 
kerchiefs in New York to a reporter re­ 
cently , “ are aware that the consump­ 
tion of handkerchiefs throughout the 
United States amounts to about 7 5,000 
dozen daily . 
This means 27,375,000 
dozen y early , or 
626,500,000 
single 
handkerchiefs. To satisfy this enormous 
demand there are alway s kept in stock 
in this city at least 8 50,000,000 hand­ 
kerchiefs. 
It would be ex tremely diffi­ 
cult to say what such a supply of goods 
is worth in the aggregate, as handker 
chiefs sell at wholesale at any where 
from 8 0 cents to $40 per dozen, accord­ 
ing to quality and finish. 
But the fig­ 
ures which I have given y ou 
are not 
ex aggerated, and they throw* a strong 
light on the gigantic dimensions of an 
important branch of the dry goods busi­ 
ness. 
“ A comparatively small number of 
handkerchiefs are manufactured in this 
country , and those that are made here 
are mostly of the cotton and inferior 
silk variety . 
The finest silk g o o ds are 
imported principally from Japan, which 
country sends u s annually between 17,- 
000.000 and 18 ,000,000 ‘Japanese pon­ 
g ees.’ 
The best cambric article comes 
from France and Belgium, and linen 
handkerchiefs come from the north of 
Ireland and also from St. Gall, Switzer­ 
land. 
Japanese silk handkerchiefs are 
worth from $3 to $40 per dozen, while 
the imported cambrics from Brussels 
sell for from $5 to $7 a dozen, and the 
cotton pr/xluct manufactured in Penn­ 
sy lvania and New Jersey may be had 
for 8 0 cents per dozen. 
“ The capital invested in this busi­ 
ness is immense. 
It 
may 
possibly 
amount to $100,000,000, but owing to 
the fact that the trade is distributed 
nothing like accurate figures can be 
given. 
There are six or seven firms in 
the dry goods district which d* al * xelu- 
sively in handkerchiefs. 
But only two 
of these houses handle the domestic ar­ 
ticle ex tensively . 
Most of the large 
American factories are located outside 
of the city , but New York, as in sever­ 
al other branches of the dry goods busi­ 
ness, is the great distributing center for 
the trade.” — Washington .Star.

carriages, are o rdinarily shod once a 
mouth at a cost of f'i.50, so that the 
\\> rk ho rse’s shoes are lik ely to cost 
$30 a year anyway, and there may be 
some additional expense for sharpening 
and resetting. 
Sharpening costs $1.50. W hether this 
; is necessary or not depends, of course, 
primarily upon the weather. It may de­ 
pend much upon the time of day the 
horse is driv en. 
There may be seasons 
in which sharpening is not necessary. 
Not all driv ers got the shoes of their 
horses sharpened ev en when the going 
is slippery. Such going may come about 
suddenly and unexpectedly, and it may 
be of brief duration, and then there are 
driv ers who 
under ordinary circum­ 
stances tak e the risk of the greater cost 
of a brok en shaft or an injured animal 
to sav e the cost of sharpening. Of work 
horses in general probably something 
more than half hav e their shoes sharp­ 
ened when the going is slippery. There 
are some, howev er, w hose shoes are a l­ 
most all k ept sharpened at such times, 
these being the hors» s that work at 
night and in the early morning before 
the sun has softened the ice or melted 
it away. 
These include horses driv en 
to milk wagons, bak ers’ la rses, and so 
on, how often the shoes are sharpened 
di pending on tin- going. 
Usually when a horse is shod he is 
shod all around. Sometimes there is oe- 
casiou to put on a single shoe, as when 
a horse throws a shoe. 
The cost of a 
single in vv shoe is one-fourth the cost 
of a set— in the ease of a work horse <»3 
cents. The charge for resetting the old 
shoe would be 35 cents. 
Resetting in 
general, from one shoe up, costs about 
oue-balf, or a little n ore than half, as 
much as fitting a horse with new shoes. 
In putting on a single shoe an old shoe 
would commonly be used, to mak e it 
mutch tbo.-e remaining on. 
If it is not 
too much worn, the shoe the horse has 
cai-t would be put back if the driv er 
pick ed it up. 
it is suitable and it fits. 
Il it has not been pick ed up, then a 
slipper i.« i ut on from the pi 1«- in the 
simp, slipper being the shop name of 
the worn shoe tak en otT and thrown 
aside when a horse is resbod. 
Horses hav e peculiarities in wearing 
their shoes, just as men do. Some wear 
them otT more at the toe, some more at 
the heel, and some wear them more on 
one side than cm the other. 
Horst’s’ 
shoe s wear off more quick ly on granite 
pav ements than they do on asphalt, and 
the greatly increased use of asphalt 
pav ement has led to a correspondingly 
increased use of rubber pads in horses’ 
shoes to giv e the horses a better foot­ 
hold. Rubber pads, as well as the shoes, 
are fitted to the ho rse’s foot and nailed 
on w ith the sin e. 
Shoes with rubber 
pads c;f this k ind for work horses, cost, 
put on, -*1 or 
a set. They are lik ely 
to wear longer than shoes witho ut pads, 
but they are commonly replaced or re­ 
set at the end of a month. The necessi­ 
ty for reshoeing the horse at interv als 
of about a month is due in a considera­ 
ble degree to the natural gro wth of the 
horse’s hoofs, which require trimming 
or other attentio n about once in 
so 
often. In the case of iron shoes, at the 
end of a month, when they are tak en 
off-, they arc» lik ely to be too much worn 
to go another month, and new shoes are 
put on. In the case of rubber pad shoes, 
if they are not too much worn, they are 
reset, and this may lie done in perhaps 
40 or 50 per cent of the cases. 
Some­ 
times the old shoes may be put back 
with new pads, sometimes the old pads 
with new* shoes. It depends a good deal 
on the manner in which the horse wears 
them. 
So that while the first cost of 
rubber pad shoes is conside rably greater 
than that of plain shoes the net cost is 
not so much greater. 
The price charged for shoeing a pri­ 
v ate coach or carriage horse is $1 more 
than for shoeing a work horse, or $3.50, 
and rubber pad shoes, such as those de­ 
scribed, for carriage horses cost $5 or $L 
a set. Fuch horses are r» shod ordinarily, 
lik e most horses, once a month, and 
as 
u rule their shoes are also reset in the 
middle of the month. And the shoes of 
priv ate carriage horses are more com­ 
monly k ept sharpened m slippery w eath­ 
er than are those of work horses. Worn- I 
eu are more lik ely to be disturbed by ; 
the slipping of a horse than a man 
would be, and the carriage horses are 
usually 
more 
v aluable 
than 
work j 
horses, and less risk o f injury is tak en. 
In some cases it m ight be that the , 
charge for shoeing a horse, either a car j 
riage horse or a work horse, would be 
according to the time required rath* r 
than by the job. as, for example, in 
the case of 
a lame horse, in shoeing 
which more than the usual time would | 
be needed. 
Shoes are made and fitted j 
to meet any requirement, and the cost 
might be, according to the amo unt of 
work and time expended, from $1 to $5 
for a single shoe.—N» vv York Sun.
